The first eger thrown at the parade

eame from a boy standine on the side-
wialk in front of the Powoers batlding
in which the Metropohitan Business

college is situated  The ogg was to all
appearancss thrown at the parude gen
erally. and at no particular individosl
as it wus not horled with any  violenes
A policeman who witnessd  the act
made a rash for the youngster, wlhe
dartsd up the stairway into the buoild
ing. A second officer joined the first
and as the two ran for the doorway
geveral more eggs were thrown from the
windows of the Basines< college which
occupies the fifth floor of the b lding
The Cook County Marching club, which
wis escorting Mry Bryan, received the
bombardment, id several Prince Al
bert coats and glossy black fies wen
spattered with voelow

One or twn eggs struck the sidewalk

and the crowd was decorated zecord-
ingly !
Later a delegation from the Cook

County Demoerncy descended apon the
eollege with every svinptom of hostihity
and dermnded that the stodents wihe
had done the throwing be turned over
to it. They held possession of the col
lege far a.time and finally left withour
learnthg who had done the throwing
The police had no better suceess, am
Mr Powers, the owner of the building
who i also the president of the college,
gaid that he did not know who had
thrown the eggs. although he admitted
that thev eame from students in his in
stitution. He was muoch distressed by
the occurrence, and declared if he knew
who had done the work, he wonld have
no hesitaney in forning them over W
the palire.  Later in the day a reporter
for a merning Republican paper, while
looking ap the facts in the ege throw
ing. was severely beaten by a party of
men who had taken part in the parade

I would be very glad ro hear that
the police have arrested those who in
sulted Mr. Bryan." said Chmrman
Mark Hanna of the national Repubh
can committes.  “*Whatever may have
been their motive, the act was a most
disgraceful one and deserves the eon
demupation of every right minded per
son. I hope the aunthorities will inves
tigate the case fully and properly pun
ish the guilty ones  The Republican

When Mr. Bryan arrived in Chicage
over the AWon road he was met at the
depot by a large and enthnsiastic crowd
of his admirers. The crush to see him
was #0 great in the narrow space of the
first floor of the Alton depot that the
police had a difficalt task to prevent
people from being injored  The Cook
County Democratie Marching elub and
several silver cluobs with a large nuom
ber of bands and dram corps, wers
waiting for him on Canal street and as
soon a8 he appeared the march was
taken up for Battery D. on Michign:
averme. A short parade throough ths
dowmtown streets preceded the arrival
at the battery.

Entering the city at Brighton park
where Mrs. Pryan appearod on  the
platform and distribnted flowers, ther
WOre "CTowls uat every street - crossing
uutil the Union depot was reached.

Wihkle the crowds were dispersing
after the PBryan demonstration st the
depot; the sidewalk in front of 121
